capture device, the image processors each performing a particular type of image 
processing on the digital image data; and 
a parametric control coupled to at least one of the two or more image processors, 

wherein the parametric control is accessible by a user of the digital capture device for 
modifying at least one of the two or more image processors.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The McCubbrey reference is the closest prior 
art. McCubbrey was cited during the prosecution of the parent Patent application and also in the 
reasons for allowance of the parent Patent application. With respect to claims 1-41, the key 
difference between the claimed invention and the closest prior art, i.e., McCubbrey, is the fact 
that McCubbrey does not rely upon parametric controls within an image processor for the

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alteration of the image processor. It is for this reason and in combination with all of the other 
elements of the claims that not only original claims 1-37 were considered allowable, but also 
added claims 38-41.
